NATIONALLY BY MEANS OF A LAW ON PSYCHOTROPIC DRUGS ( NO. 19.903) 
WHICH WAS PASSED IN OCTOBER 1971, SO THE COUNTRY IS NOT WITHOUT 
LEGAL CONTROL OF SUCH SUBSTANCES AND, IN FACT, APPEARS TO BE IN 
A SITUATION SIMILAR TO THAT OF THE U. S. ( SEE REF ( B).
